nounced that Whitelaw Reid, propri- 
etor of the New York Tribune, will 
succeed Joseph H. Choate as ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain. Mr. Choate, it 
is said, wishes to return to New York 
to resume the practice of law. Mr. 
Reid was born in 1S37 in Xeuia, O., 
and was educated at Miami university, 
Ohio. In 1881 Mr. Reid married Miss 
Elizabeth Mills, daughter of Daniel O. 
Mills of this city. He twice declined 
the diplomatic m'ssion to Germany, 
offered to him by Presidents Hayes 
and Harrison. 


W. R. Rockhill, chief of the bureau 


of American republics and a friend o£ 
the president, will succeed Edwin H. 
Conger as minister to China.

Chicago. Dec. 28.—In its extent the 


present storm is th'e most widespread 
of any during the last 15 years. Count- 
ing the-fog as a component part of the 
storm, 
it stretches clear from the 


Rocky mountains to New York and 
from Winnipeg to New Orleans. Rail- 
Toad, telegraph 
and streetcar com- 


panies 
suftered severely throughout 


the •west and northwest. The intense 
cold anc' terrific gale that 
followed 


close upon the fog coated the wires 
with ice and later threw poles to the 
ground, crippling the companies badly. 
Railroad trains were badly delayed, 
some of them being 2-1 hours late. 
Streetcar traffic in all the cities of the 
blizzard zone was for hours practically 
at a standstill. 


In the northwest the storm was even 


more violent than throughout Missouri 
and Iowa. The heavy snow and the 
gale worked havoc with" the railroads, 
and some of the passenger trains from 
the Pacific coast were reported as 24 
hours overdue. 
The storm reached 


westward from St. Paul until it cov- 
ered almost the entire northwest, ami 
from the Dakotas, eastern Montana, 
Wyoming, northern Michigan and Wis- 
consin the story was the same from 
all points. The wires were down in 
all directions, the snow was falling in 
dense volumes, and, driven by a high 
northwest gate, was filling—the streets 
and railroad cuts. In the south con- 
ditions were somewhat better, the 
snow in many places being changed to 
a heavy rainfall, vrhich was preceded 
by thunder arid lightning and followed 
by high winds. Nashville, Louisville, 
New Orleans, Montgomery and Mem- 
phis all repealed exceedingly heavy 
rains, a rapidly falling thermometer 
and terrific winds. 


The fatalities reported as due to the 


storm were three men killed. They 
were: Alexander Sterner of Chicago, a 
teamster, killed while unloading coal. 
A coal chute was blown from 
its 


fastenings and. striking him on the 
head, killed him instantly. 
Thomas 


Walsh of Chicago, a laborer, struck by 
a heavy board while entering a new 
building. Frank Cavanaugh was killed 
at Muncie, Ind., by a derrick falling on 
liim.

A Few Water Works Queries, 


Editor Advocate: I have read and 


pondered over the editorial statement 
in last night's American-Tribune that 
"if the old water works could be pur- 
chased at a reasonable figure, it would 
be better to buy than to build;" 
•wherefore I would like to offer a few 
Queries in your columns: 


1. In Mew of the fact which '. pre- 


sume the American Tribune has not 
forgotten, that the people by a large 
majority voted to build a new plant, 
.what would be a "reasonable figure" 
that is a fgure so "reasonable" that 
the people would be likely to change 
tJieir vote in order to secure the old 
works?

ly inform us how long we ought to

the feudal system, was drawn up and 
promulgated. 
This code, with some 


minor changes, continued in force un- 
til the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. A system of such antiquity nat- 
urally had to be reckoned with by the 
drafters of the new code, though their 
task was somewhat simplified by the 
fact that the old laws had never been 
published. They had been made for 
the edification of the judges and other 
officials. 


The decree promulgating the new 


preliminary code after the restoration 
of the emperor in 1SG8 followed this 
tradition in addressing itself to the of- 
ficials of the empire. When the sec- 
ond code was proclaimed, however, in 
1873, the emperor's subjects, as well as 
his officials, were commanded to obey 
it, and it was declared that "hence- 
forth every law upon its promulgation 
shall be posted in conspicuous places 
for the information of the people," 
making it evident to the Japanese that 
their government was to be from that 
time one of laws and not of men. 


The legal condition of women was 


one of the most complicated problems 
which 
confronted the 
revisionists. 


Both Buddhism and feudalism had 
Japanese women kept in a state of de- 
pendency. 
The Chinese doctrine of 


the three obediences was strictly en- 
forced under the old law—in childhood 
a female was subject to her father, in 
youth to her husband, after her hus- 
band's death to her sons. A woman 
had no legal rights which her husband 
or sons were bound to respect. 


In dealing with this question the 


drafters of the new code made a clean 
sweep of tradition and established le- 
gal rights for women similar to those 
of the most advanced European na- 
tions. Unless otherwise stated in the 
marriage contract, the property of a 
woman at the time of her marriage 
now remains hers. She may also ac- 
quire property after marriage and hold 
it in her own name. There is no dis 
tinction between the legal rights of 
an unmarried woman and a male citi- 
zen. 
A woman now has the same 


rights as a man in the matter of di- 
vorce. 


In the maintenance of the "bouse," 


a survival of the old clan system, the 
new code has been less radical. The 
unit of state in Japan is still the fam- 
ily ratber than the individual, but the 
powers of the bead of the house now 
are practically limited to certain rights 
connected with ancestor worship and 
control over the marriage of subordi- 
nate members. Any member of the 
house may own property and on bis 
death leave it to his heirs, where for- 
merly it reverted to the head of the 
clan. It is believed that in time the 
"house" will be disintegrated and will 
join the rest of the mediaeval customs 


iaiis at length left; women and chil- 
dren were ordered to go too. The com- 
mander's wife remained to help the 
wounded, sick and suffering common 
soldiers in the Russian stronghold. Of 
her own free will she took charge of 
the ambulance service, directing the 
disposition of all who were conveyed 
to the hospitals. She even went to the 
exposed portions of the forts and tend- 
ed with her own hands those who were 
wounded. When she was doing this 
one day a fragment of shell struck the 
Port Arthur angel, injuring her in the 
shoulder. Then she herself had to be 
lifted tenderly into one of those ambu- 
lances whose journeys about the forts 
she had so often superintended, and 
she was conveyed, hurt and bleeding, 
to an army hospital. No misfortune 
that had overtaken the fortress in all 
the dreary months of the siege spread 
through it such grief and gloom as the 
wounding of Mme. Stoessel. Mme. 
Stoessel upon her couch in the hospital 
was told of this despondency and sor- 
row among the common soldiers. 
It 


touched her to the heart, and it also 
inspired her to do a braver act than 
any she had yet done. In five days 
after the shell had struck her shoul- 
der she rose from her bed and caused 
herself to be dressed in her usual gar- 
ments and taken from post to post 
through the fortress. The men, seeing 
her once more, cheered and wept, while 
many of them kissed her garments.

A French authority on European af- 


fairs. M. Yves Guyot, predicts in the 
North American Review that Russia 
will hereafter encounter hostility in at- 
tempting to float war loans. He says 
that the French investors are now 
awake to the fact that the Franco- 
Russian alliance is a one sided affair, 
so far as advantage goes, and that Rus- 
sia has flooded that country with her 
bonds. Russia's weakness is so mani- 
fest, says M. Guyot, that the limit of 
faith in her future will soon be reach- 
ed in France. Russia still has an im- 
mense gold reserve to fight on, and the 
end of the war is not likely to come 
soon because of her financial straits. 
Yet failure of credit in the house of 
friends is not a pleasant prospect for 
a nation situated as Russia is.

St Paul, Dec. 28.—On behalf of the 


United States Attorney General Moody 
began suit by petition in the United 
States district court here against the 
General Paper company and other pa- 
per and pulp companies comprising 
what is known as the paper trust, un- 
der an act of congress approved July 
2, 1890, entitled an act to protect trade 
and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies. The petition 
asks that the defendants be enjoined 
from continuing the trust 


The petition alleges that in conse- 


quence of the combination all compe- 
tition in the manufacture, sale and dis- 
tribution of paper had been restricted 
and the price of all paper products in- 
creased, particularly that of news 
print paper, which has been increased 
about 50 per cent 
It further states 


that no dealers or newspapers or other 
consumers in the territory west of the 
Mississippi with the exception of cer- 
tain newspaper publishers in St Louis 
and Chicago can pui chase any paper 
except 'dirictly through the General 
Paper company, and then only upon 
terms dictated by the latter. 


The court is asked to declare the 


alleged combination unlawful,and that 
the defendants be perpetually en joined 
from doing any act in pursuance of 
the same. That the General Paper 
company be enjoined from acting as 
sales agent for the other defendants 
and that the latter be enjoined from 
continuing their arrangeme'nt with the 
General Paper company. The court is 
also asked to direct the-defendants to 
come into court and answer all ques- 
tions relating to the allegations of the 
petition as may be necessary.

political and economic era is at hand 
in Russia and that coustitutioual gov- 
ernment will come ere long sis the re- 
sult of the movement led by the presi- 
dents of zemstros or local assemblages. 


dents at their reieiit meeting iu St. 
Petersburg created a deep impression 
upon the czar wln-u presented to him 
by representatives of the zemstvos. 
and the prediction is made that the 
abolition of the bureaucratic system is 
not far away. This system, the zemst- 
vos memorial der-lares, has caused es- 
trangement between the people and

the supreme power and destroyed that 
confidence of the people in their gov- 
ernment which, is so essential to a 
healthy national life. 


The Russian zemstvos originated 


about forty years ago in the reign of 
Alexander II., being an evolution from 
the primitive commune and municipal 
corporation. 
They are local elective 


bodies, and such duties as the con- 
struction of public works, building of 
roads, regulation of public health and 
education come under their jurisdic- 
tion. 
The members are chosen for 


three years, and three "classes of voters 
participate in their election. The vot- 
ing classes include landed proprietors, 
burghers, mechanics and peasants. 


These assemblages have come grad- 


ually to represeat the aspirations of 
the people to possess a voice in the 
government of the empire, but the bu- 
reaucrats of the Imperial court have 
constantly sought to repress the zemst- 
vos and curtail their growing powers. 
The zemstvos' representatives stand 
for freedom of conscience and of the 
press, freedom of speech and freedom 
of meeting and association. They also 
ask for.the creation of some elective 
body through which the people may 
make known their needs and partici- 
pate in legislation. In the presentation 
of their memorial to the emperor it is 
held that an important victory has 
been gained for progressive ideas In

The strongest 
friend of the zfmstvos is the new min- 
ister of the interior, Prince Svietopolk- 
Mirsky. The bureaucrats are seeking 
to influent-^ the emperor to resist the 
demands for liberal measures. Fore- 
most amonjr the reactionaries nre M. 
Pobedonosts'-ff. chief procurator of the 
holy synod, and the Grand Duke Ser- 
glus, governor general of Moscow, and 
both uncle :ind brother-in-law of the 
emperor. The grand duke is quoted as 
speaking contemptuously of the zerast- 
vo congress, saying, "These peasants 
think, I suppose, that Russia exists fcr 
them as a dog does for Its fieas."

She has conversed with 
clergymen on Ibis subject, and many of 
thc-m confessed that when they were 
little, at the dawning of their first rec- 
ollection, they took on the sly small 
articles they wanted.

seem desirable to them. They know no 
bfttor. 
if, <is they grow oklfr. the 


sense offcjusticv, of right and wrong, is 
not carefully drilled into them by ap- 
peals to their awakening moral nature 
they many a time become the adult 
thievps. burglars and pmbe/zlerb of the 
social organization. Mrs. Ramsey con- 
cludes that petty larceny is an instinct 
in children nnd that it requires high 
nnd pure moral training on the part of 
teacher and parent to educate this ani- 
mal survival out of them.
